with  that  for  1892  when  there  were  8,757  births,  a birth  rate  of  27.3  per  1,000  population.

Infant  Mortality. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  more  than  in  the  previous  year  when  it  was  the  lowest 
on  record,  51.2  per  1,000  live  births.  Of  the  243  infant  deaths,  however,  158  were  due  to 
congenital  debility,  premature  birtb,  malformations,  etc. 

In  1898  the  infant  mortality  was  156  per  1,000  live  births. 


Death  RcitGi 

The  crude  death  rate  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  as  Cornwall  contains 
a higher  percentage  of  old  people,  owing  to  the  migration  of  young  adults.  In  1882  the  crude 
.death  rate  was  18.8  per  1,000  population. 


Natural  Increase. 

There  were  98  more  births  than  deaths,  a natural  increase  rate  of  0.3  per  1,000  popula- 
tion, the  natural  increase  in  England  and  Wales  in  1929  was  2.9  per  1,000  population;  in  the 
year  immediately  preceding  the  war,  it  was  10  per  1,000  and  in  the  period  1876-1880,  when  the 
birth  rate  was  at  its  maximum,  it  was  14.5  per  1,000  population.

Old  Age. 

Of  the  332  deaths  ascribed  to  this  cause,  105  were  of  males  and  227  of  females.  The 
comparatively  large  number  of  deaths  from  old  age  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels  is  due  to  the  higher  proportion  of  old  people  in  the  population  of  Cornwall  than  in 
that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  Nearly  all  the  deaths  from  tuberculosis  occurred 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  55,  while  nearly  all  the  deaths  from  cancer  occurred  in  people 
over  the  age  of  45  years.  The  deaths  from  congenital  debility,  etc.,  occurred  in  the  first 
year. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

Local  Government  Act,  1929.  There  is  little  to  add  to  the  Report  of  last  year.  There 
were  13  institutions  transferred  from  the  Poor  Law  Authorities  to  the  County  Council  on  the 
1st  April,  1930.  All  these  institutions  are  mixed  institutions,  that  is,  in  each  institution  there 
are  infirmary  patients  and  inmates  of  the  house  part  of  the  institution.,  A Table  of  the 
present  accommodation  is  given  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  The  institutions  were  surveyed 
and  it  has  been  arranged  to  transfer  3 institutions,  Truro,  Bodmin,  and  St.  Columb,  to  the 
Mental  Deficiency  Committee.  The  Camelford  Institution  is  to  be  closed.  It  is  proposed  to 
use  the  infirmaries  of  4 of  the  institutions,  Redruth,  St.  Austell,  Liskeard  and  Launceston,  for 
cases  requiring  skilled  nursing  and  for  maternity  cases.  These  particular  institutions  were 
selected  partly  for  geographical  reasons  and  partly  because  the  infirmary  buildings  are  separate 
from  the  house  part.  It  would  be  possible  later  to  transfer  these  infirmaries  to  the  Public

Health  services,  although  the  kitchens,  etc.,  would  be  in  common  to  the  hospital  and  the  house 
part  of  the  institution. 

No  consultations  have  been  held  during  the  year  with  representatives  of  voluntary  hos- 
pitals under  Section  13  of  the  Act,  as  no  action  has  been  proposed  during  the  year. 

Poor  Law  Medical  Out-relief.  This  has  been  carried  out  on  the  same  lines  as  before 
its  transference  to  the  Council.  There  are  68  Medical  Officers  giving  part  time  to  this  service.

Public  Health  Officers.  These  are  enumerated  at  the  beginning  of  the  Report.  There 
is  no  special  change  to  report. 

Midwives.  The  number  practising  in  the  County  was  199. 

Legislation  in  Force.  The  County  of  Cornwall  Act,  1929,  received  Royal  assent  on 
10th  May,  1929.  The  following  two  Sections  refer  to  ice  cream: — 

Section  68. 

(1)  (a)  Any  person  being  a manufacturer  or  vendor  of  or  merchant  or  dealer  in  ice- 
cream or  other  similar  commodity  within  a county  district ; and  (b)  any  premises  within  a 
county  district  used  or  proposed  to  be  used  for  the  manufacture  storage  or  sale  of  ice-cream 
or  other  similar  commodity  ; shall  be  registered  with  the  district  council  in  the  case  of  any  such 
person  by  himself  and  in  the  case  of  any  such  premises  by  the  owner  or  occupier  thereof ; 
Provided  that  no  such  person  shall  be  required  to  be  registered  in  more  than  one  county  district. 

(2)  No  person  shall  within  a county  district  carry  on  the  business  of  a manufacturer 
or  vendor  of  or  merchant  or  dealer  in  ice-cream  or  other  similar  commodity  unless  he  be  so 
registered  and  no  premises  within  a county  district  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  aforesaid 
unless  they  be  so  registered. 

(3)  Any  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  on 
summary  conviction  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  forty  shillings  and  to  a daily  penalty  not 
exceeding  twenty  shillings  and  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  any  such  penalty  shall  be  insti- 
tuted by  the  district  council  of  the  county  district  in  which  such  persons  or  premises  should 
have  been  registered. 

(4)  This  section  shall  come  into  force  in  any  county  district  in  the  county  at  the 
expiration  of  a period  of  three  months  after  the  passing  by  the  district  council  of  a resolution 
adopting  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

(5)  The  district  council  shall  as  soon  as  may  be  after  passing  the  said  resolution 
cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  effect  of  this  section  and  of  the  date  when  it  will  come 
into  force  by  advertisement  in  two  or  more  newspapers  circulating  in  the  county  and  otherwise 
in  such  manner  as  the  district  council  think  sufficient.  Copies  of  the  newspapers  containing  the 
advertisement  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  have  been 
complied  with. 

Section  69. 

( 1 ) Any  person  being  a manufacturer  or  vendor  of  or  merchant  or  dealer  in  ice-cream 
or  other  similar  commodity  who  within  the  county  omits  on  the  outbreak  of  any  infectious 
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disease  among  the  persons  employed  in  his  business  or  residing  in  any  premises  which  are 
used  by  him  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  or  other  similar  commodity  to  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  medical  officer  of  the  county  district  in  which  such  business  is  carried  on  or  in  which 
such  premises  are  situate  shall  be  liable  for  every  such  offence  to  a penalty  not  exceeding 
forty  shillings. 

(2)  In  the  event  of  any  person  so  employed  or  resident  suffering  from  any  infectious 
disease  the  medical  officer  or  the  sanitary  inspector  of  the  district  council  of  the  county  district 
where  the  building  is  situate  or  any  other  officer  who  is  duly  authorised  in  that  behalf  by  such 
district  council  may  seize  and  destroy  all  ice-cream  or  similar  commodity  or  materials  for  the 
manufacture  of  the  same  in  any  of  the  premises  and  the  district  council  shall  compensate  the 
.owner  of  the  ice-cream  or  similar  commodity  or  material  so  destroyed  : Provided  that  no  compen- 
sation shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  any  ice-cream  or  similar  commodity  or  materials  for  the 
manuafcture  of  the  same  manufactured  or  brought  upon  the  said  premises  after  such  seizure  and 
while  any  such  person  is  suffering  from  infectious  disease. 

(3)  Every  vendor  of  or  dealer  in  ice-cream  or  other  similar  commodity  vending  his 
wares  from  any  cart  barrow  or  other  vehicle  or  stand  or  from  a pail  container  or  similar 
receptacle  used  without  a cart  barrow  or  other  vehicle  shall  have  his  name  and  address  legibly 
painted  or  inscribed  on  such  cart  barrow  vehicle  or  stand  pail  container  or  receptacle  and  any 
person  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  this  sub-section  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding 
forty  shillings. 

(4)  Such  medical  officer  sanitary  inspector  and  other  officer  shall  at  all  reasonable 
times  have  the  same  power  of  inspection  of  the  materials  or  commodities  or  articles  of  food  in 
the  premises  of  any  manufacturer  or  vendor  of  or  merchant  or  dealer  in  ice-cream  or  other 
similar  commodity  and  of  any  cart  barrow  or  other  vehicle  or  stand  pail  container  or  recept- 
acle in  from  or  on  which  the  same  are  offered  for  sale  as  an  officer  of  the  district  council 
would  have  under  section  72  (Precautions  against  contamination  of  food  intended  for  sale)  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  1925  in  the  cases  therein  mentioned  and  any  person  refusing  inspection 
of  the  materials  or  commodities  or  articles  of  food  in  any  such  premises  or  obstructing  such 
officer  as  aforesaid  in  the  execution  of  his  duty  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  five 
pounds. 

(5)  Proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  the  penalties  imposed  by  this  section  shall  be 
instituted  by  the  district  council  of  the  county  district  in  which  the  offence  was  committed  or 
of  the  county  district  to  the  medical  officer  of  which  such  notification  as  aforesaid  ought  to 
have  been  made  or  in  which  such  vendor  or  dealer  as  aforesaid  shall  offer  any  such  commo- 
dity as  aforesaid  for  sale  as  the  case  may  be. 

(6)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  come  into  force  until  the  expiration  of  a 
period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act  and  prior  to  the  expiration  of  that 
period  the  Council  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  to  the  effect  of  this  section  and  of  the 
date  when  it  will  come  into  force  by  advertisement  in  two  or  more  newspapers  circulating  in 
the  county  and  otherwise  in  such  manner  as  the  council  think  sufficient : Copies  of  the  news- 
papers containing  the  advertisement  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  have  been  complied  with. 

Section  68  does  not  come  into  force  in  any  district  until  it  has  been  adopted  by  the 
council  of  that  district,  and  it  would  considerably  increase  the  value  of  this  section  if  all 
councils  would  adopt  it. 

Section  69  comes  into  operation  three  months  after  the  passing  of  the  Act ; without 
adoption  by  district  councils,  the  necessary  notice  having  been  given  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

This  Act  includes  provisions  for  the  following  Public  Health  matters  : — 

Sil.  The  transfer  of  the  functions  of  Poor  Law  Authorities  to  the  County  Council; 
special  provision  is  made  in  S.2.  for  the  transfer  of  functions  in  respect  of  infant  life  protec- 
tion to  be  discharged  as  functions  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act,  1918;  and  for 
the  functions  relating  to  vaccination  to  be  discharged  as  functions  relating  to  Public  Health. 
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S.5.  Provides  that  assistance  which  can  be  given  otherwise  than  by  way  of  Poor  Law 
Relief  shall  be  so  provided.  Such  assistance  may  be  provided  under  the  following  Acts  : — 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  | i.e.,  the  provision  of  Hospitals  other 

The  Local  Government  Act,  1888  j than  Hospitals  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act,  1918. 

The  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Act,  1921 

The  Education  Act,  1921. 

Assistance  includes  maintenance  and  treatment  at  Hospitals  and  other  places,  and 
the  education  of  children,  etc. 

S.21.  The  transfer  of  functions  under  the  Registration  Acts. 

S.46.  The  re-arrangement  of  County  Districts. 

5.57.  The  County  Council  may  contribute  towards  the  expenditure  incurred  by  a 
District  Council  in  the  provision  or  maintenance  of  sewerage  works  or  water  supplies. 

5.58.  The  County  Council  shall  prepare  a scheme  so  that  a Medical  Officer  of  Health 
appointed  after  the  passing  of  the  Act  shall  not  engage  in  private  practice  as  a medical  practi- 
tioner. 

S.63.  The  County  Council  shall  prepare  a scheme  for  the  provision  of  adequate 
Hospital  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  within  the  County. 

S.85.  The  grants  in  aid  of  certain  Health  services  are  discontinued  i.e.,  the  grants 
for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  other  than  the  training  of  midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  grants 
for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  grants  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases,  grants  for 
the  Welfare  of  the  Blind,  and  grants  in  respect  of  mental  defectives. 

S.86  and  88.  Such  losses  of  grants,  etc.,  will  be  made  good  from  the  General  Exchequer 
Contribution.  The  General  Exchequer  Contribution  will  consist  of  a sum  equal  to  the  losses  on 
rates  and  grants  in  the  standard  year  together  with  a new  sum  of  £5,000,000.  The  General 
Exchequer  Contribution  will  be  apportioned  amongst  the  several  Counties  and  County  Boroughs 
as  follows  : — 

For  the  first  17  years  an  amount  equal  to  an  appropriate  percentage  of  the  losses  of 
rates  and  grants,  the  residue  being  apportioned  in  proportion  to  their  weighted  populations. 

After  I 7 years  the  whole  of  the  General  Exchequer  Contribution  will  be  apportioned 
amongst  the  several  Counties  and  County  Boroughs  in  proportion  to  their  weighted  popula- 
tions. 

The  appropriate  percentage  is  for  the  first  7 years  75  per  cent.,  for  the  next  5 years 
50  per  cent.,  and  for  the  last  5 years  25  per  cent. 

A weighted  population  is  a population  weighted 

(1)  According  to  the  number  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  in  the  County. 

(2)  According  to  the  rateable  value  per  head  of  the  population  in  the  County. 

(3)  According  to  the  numbers  of  unemployed  insured  men  and  women  in  the  County. 

(4)  According  to  the  population  per  mile  of  roads  in  the  County. 

The  amount  due  to  the  County  is  called  the  “ County  Apportionment,”  which  is 
increased  if  necessary  by  money  provided  by  Parliament  until  it  is  at  least  equal  to  the  losses 
of  rates  and  grants  together  with  a sum  equivalent  to  one  shilling  per  head  of  the  population. 
Certain  sums  are  set  aside  for  payment  to  the  District  Councils,  and  the  residue  of  the  County 
Apportionment  payable  to  the  County  Council  is  called  the  ” General  Exchequer  Grant  of 
the  Council. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the  extra  sum  of  £5,000,000  in  the  General  Exchequer  Grant, 
and  for  the  use  of  a weighted  population  in  apportionment,  is  that  Councils  previously  unable 
to  provide  efficient  Health  Services,  should  now  be  able  to  provide  efficient  Health  Services, 
and  if  suitable  provisions  are  not  made  the  Minister  of  Health  has  power  to  reduce  the  grants. 
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S.104.  The  Minister  of  Health  may  reduce  the  grants  in  respect  of  any  year  if  he  is 
satisfied  that  the  Council  have  failed  to  achieve  or  maintain  a reasonable  standard  of  efficiency 
and  progress  in  the  discharge  of  their  functions  relating  to  Public  Health  Services,  regard 
being  had  to  the  standards  maintained  in  other  areas  whose  financial  resources  and  other 
relevant  circumstances  are  substantially  similar,  and  that  the  health  or  welfare  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  area  of  the  Council  or  some  of  them  has  been  or  is  likely  to  be  thereby  endangered.

Hospitals.  There  are  no  changes  to  record  in  the  hospital  services  during  the  year 
and  the  use  made  of  the  hospitals  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  County  are  similar  to  those  in 
previous  years.  Grants  are  made  to  the  various  hospitals  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee.

Maternal  Mortality.  Maternal  deaths  and  cases  of  puerperal  fever  or  puerperal 
pyrexia  occurring  in  the  practice  of  midwives  are  investigated  by  the  Inspectors  of  Midwives. 

Action  taken  in  light  of  Circular  1167  and  Memorandum  156/M. C.W.  An  ante-natal 
scheme  to  use  the  services  of  medical  practitioners  was  approved  by  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Sub-Committee,  but  was  not  approved  by  the  Health  Committee.  Ante-natal  clinics 
could  only  deal  with  a very  small  proportion  of  cases  in  the  County.  In  the  same  way  the 
recommendation  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee  to  provide  consultant  ser- 
vices for  difficult  cases  arising  during  pregnancy,  or  at  or  after  confinement,  was  not  approved 
by  the  Health  Committee.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  to  the  South 
Devon  and  East  Cornwall  Hospital,  Plymouth,  of  cases  requiring  special  treatment. 

Grants  are  made  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  for  extending  the  midwifery 
services  into  the  un-nursed  areas. 

Health  Visiting.  Arrangements  made  for  the  visiting  of  children  between  the  ages  of 
1 and  5 years.  The  arrangements  are  similar  to  those  made  for  the  visits  to  children  under  I 
year  of  age.  Wherever  possible  the  District  Nurses  follow  children  up  from  birth  to  school  age 
and  where  there  are  no  District  Nurses  available,  or  where  the  District  Nurse  is  unable  to 
undertake  the  work,  the  visits  are  made  by  whole  time  Health  Visitors  of  the  Council.  With 
changing  Nurses,  a service  of  this  kind  must  be  very  variable,  but  on  the  whole,  children  are 
kept  under  observation  so  far  as  possible.  It  is  of  course  very  difficult  to  keep  in  touch  with 
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people  who  are  frequently  changing  their  district.  The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  is  shown 
in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section. 

Children  Act,  1908.  The  functions  under  Part  1 of  this  Act  are  now  undertaken  by 
the  Health  Visitors  and  a few  District  Nurses,  who  make  periodical  inspections  and  reports. 
There  are  at  present  86  children  on  the  Register. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Particulars  of  this  are  given  in  the  Reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
and  do  not  call  for  special  comment.  Districts  are  gradually  being  supplied  with  a piped  water 
supply,  but  the  expense  of  providing  a piped  supply  for  a sparsely  populated  district  is  great. 
Drainage  and  sewerage  schemes  are  only  possible  where  there  is  a sufficient  water  supply,  and 
many  of  the  piped  water  supplies  to  villages  only  allow  of  stand  pipes  at  intervals,  and  there 
is  not  always  a supply  to  individual  houses. 

Closet  Accommodation,  Water  carriage  systems  are  gradually  extending. 

Rivers  and  streams  are  often  polluted  but  are  not  usually  used  for  water  supplies. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply.  At  a Conference  between  the  Health  Committee  and  representatives 
of  the  District  Councils,  it  was  decided  to  leave  the  inspection  of  milk,  including  the  taking  of 
samples  for  Tubercle  Bacilli,  to  the  District  Councils.  While  some  Councils  have  made  arrange- 
ments for  such  examinations,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  general  systematic  examination 
of  the  milk  supply  for  Tubercle  Bacilli.  No  inspection  of  Dairy  herds  is  made  by  the  County 
Council  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  the  appointment  of  a whole  time  Veterin- 
ary Inspector  (with  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Committee)  would  be  desirable. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

There  are  8 milk  producers  producing  Grade  A (T.T.)  milk  and  the  necessary  certifi- 
cates and  inspections  are  arranged  by  the  Ministry  without  reference  to  the  County  Council. 

Licences  for  Grade  A milk  producers  are  issued  by  the  County  Council.  At  present 
there  are  15  producers  who  produce  and  bottle  Grade  A milk. 

During  the  year  1931,  4 Grade  A milk  producers  obtained  Grade  A (T.T.)  licences. 
Samples  are  taken  from  each  producer  at  least  4 times  a year,  and  in  1930  5 out  of  20  producers 
had  one  unsatisfactory  report  during  the  year.  In  1931  the  results  have  not  been  so  good; 
out  of  20  producers  who  held  Grade  A licences  for  the  whole  year  or  part  of  the  year,  6 
producers  had  one  unsatisfactory  report,  and  2 had  two  unsatisfactory  reports.  There  were 
10  unsatisfactory  reports  on  66  samples.  They  were  as  follows:  — 1 unsatisfactory  report  in 
May,  2 in  June,  1 in  July,  2 in  August,  3 in  September  and  1 in  October.  During  the  last  6 
years  there  have  been  9 producers  who  have  had  no  unsatisfactory  reports  for  4 — 5 years'. 
Although  the  Order  requires  that  Grade  A Milk  should  not  contain  more  than  200,000  bacteria 
per  c.c.  and  that  B.coli  should  not  be  found  inT^oC.c.  milk,  some  producers  usually  have 
counts  of  5,000  or  less  per  c.c. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council  as  regards 
inspection  of  cows  under  this  Order.  No  action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  as  regards  the  inspection  of  herds,  as  no  reports 
were  received  from  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  as  to  tuberculous  milk. 

There  were  61  notifications  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year  ; of  these  47 
were  tuberculosis  of  bones,  glands,  abdomen,  joints,  and  skin,  and  of  these  it  is  estimated 
that  at  least  30  per  cent,  were  due  to  bovine  infection.  In  children  under  10  years  of  age  it  is 
estimated  that  70  per  cent,  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  cervical  glands,  25  per  cent,  of  bones  and 
joints,  and  55  per  cent,  of  lupus,  are  due  to  bovine  infection.  The  percentage  diminishes  as 
age  of  notification  increases,  and  m adults  a larger  proportion  are  due  to  infection  from  human 
sources. 
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In  1928  there  were  in  the  County  218,532  cattle,  and  of  these,  88,978  were  dairy  cattle.

Of  the  216  animals  slaughtered,  in  109  animals  the  disease  was  so  advanced  that  not 
more  than  a quarter  of  the  market  value  was  paid  as  compensation,  and  in  107  animals  the 
disease  was  not  so  advanced,  and  not  more  than  three-quarters  of  the  market  value  was  payable.

These  figures  are  not  very  satisfactory  ; the  object  of  the  Order  is  to  get  rid  of  tubercu- 
lous animals  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease,  and  not  to  go  on  milking  cows  until  the 
disease  is  advanced.  It  is  unfortunate  that  more  specimens  of  milk  are  not  examined  by  the 
District  Councils,  and  it  would  be  useful  for  some  specimens  to  be  taken  by  the  officials  of  the 
County  Council  where  specimens  are  not  taken  by  the  District  Councils. 

It  would  be  useful  also  to  have  one  whole-time  Veterinary  Inspector  so  that  some 
inspection  could  be  made  of  herds  presumed  to  be  free  from  infection.

Diphtheria.  107  notifications  were  in  urban  districts  and  67  in  rural  districts,  a total  of 
174  cases.  The  distribution  is  shown  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  Last  year  there 
were  236  notifications.  The  notifications  are  now  as  in  the  period  1900-1910.  From  1910-1920 
the  notifications  rose  gradually  to  883  in  1920.  There  was  then  a rapid  fall  to  96  in  the  year 
1923,  evidently  due  to  the  development  of  immunity  in  the  affected  districts.  There  were  II 
deaths,  a mortality  of  6.3%.  This  is  about  the  average,  and  would  be  less  if  it  were  possible  to 
treat  all  cases  on  the  first  day  of  the  disease.  Before  the  introduction  of  anti-toxin,  the 
mortality  was  30%. 

Scarlet  Fever.  209  cases  were  notified  in  the  urban  districts  and  186  in  the  rural 
districts,  a total  of  395.  It  is  doubtful  whether  this  represents  half  of  the  cases,  which  are  often 
so  mild  that  no  notice  is  taken  of  the  disease.  Isolation  is  impossible  where  there  are  many 
cases,  and  in  any  case  is  of  little  use  in  preventing  the  spread  of  the  infection,  seeing  that  so 
many  cases  are  never  notified  at  all.  There  were  4 deaths,  a mortality  of  1 % of  the  notifica- 
tions. If  all  cases  were  notified  this  rate  would  be  about  0.5%.  This  is  a very  mild  disease 
now,  very  different  from  some  epidemics  some  years  ago,  when  the  mortality  has  been  30%. 
The  notifications  are  about  the  average. 

Enteric  Fever.  There  were  29  notifications  in  urban  districts  and  5 in  rural  districts, 
a total  of  34  cases,  but  1 7 of  the  urban  cases  were  in  Bodmin  Borough  and  cases  in  the  mental 
hospital.  There  were  4 deaths,  a mortality  of  1 1.7%.  Apart  from  cases  at  the  mental  hospital, 
the  usual  cause  of  a small  epidemic  now  is  milk,  infected  by  a carrier.  Most  of  the  cases  are 
single  cases  and  no  evidence  is  found  as  to  the  cause  of  the  infection. 

Of  the  non-notifiable  diseases,  there  was  1 death  from  Measles  and  14  deaths  from 
Whooping  Cough. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1925,  all  the 
necessary  action  being  taken  under  the  Council’s  Blind  Scheme.

X-ray  Apparatus.  The  only  apparatus  available  is  at  Tehidy.  As  it  is  often  impos- 
sible to  exclude  the  possibility  of  Tuberculosis  without  an  X-ray  examination,  it  would  be 
desirable  for  a second  X-ray  apparatus  to  be  available  for  the  Eastern  part  of  the  County. 

Sanocrysin  and  Artificial  Pneumothorax  treatment  are  available  at  Tehidy. 

Artificial  Light  Treatment.  Three  lamps  are  used: — 

(i)  A long  flame  carbon  arc  lamp,  consuming  30  amperes.

There  is  of  course  no  record  of  the  number  of  patients  seeking  treatment  privately  from 
medical  practitioners,  although  the  supply  of  arsenobenzol  drugs  to  medical  practitioners  may 
be  some  indication  of  the  number  of  patients  seeking  treatment  for  syphilis  only. 

More  new  cases  have  been  seen  at  the  Treatment  Centres  during  each  of  the  last  5 
years  than  in  any  year  since  1920,  chiefly  due  to  the  increased  number  of  cases  of  gonorrhoea. 
Similar  evidence  from  other  Treatment  Centres  in  the  country  suggests  that  syphilis  is  decreas- 
ing while  gonorrhoea  is  increasing.

Prevention  of  venereal  diseases  is  more  important  than  treatment.  The  question  is 
receiving  more  attention,  but  it  is  a delicate  one,  and  is  influenced  by  economic,  social  and 
religious  considerations. 


BLIND  PERSONS. 

A table  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

Blind  children  5 — 1 6 years  of  age  are  educated  at  the  Exeter  Blind  Institution.  After 
the  age  of  16  years  suitable  blind  persons  are  trained  for  various  occupations  at  the  South 
Devon  and  Cornwall  Institution  for  the  Blind,  Plymouth. 

After  training,  a blind  person  may  become  a home  worker  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Institution,  or  in  exceptional  circumstances  may  work  in  the  Institution. 

Apart  from  the  above  work  there  are  four  Home  Teachers,  two  sighted,  one  blind 
(without  a guide) , and  one  blind  (half-time,  with  a guide),  working  under  the  County  Blind 
Association  who  visit  the  homes  of  blind  persons  and  teach  Moon  and  Braile  reading,  and 
otherwise  keep  under  observation  all  blind  peisons  who  wish  to  be  visited.  About  5,627  visits 
were  made  in  the  year  to  blind  persons,  and  598  lessons  given.  There  are  53  Library  members. 

There  are  20  home  workers,  and  3 journeymen  in  the  Institution  at  Plymouth. 

A grant  is  made  by  the  Council  to  the  County  Blind  Association  for  the  assistance  of 
the  necessitous  blind,  excluding  those  under  the  care  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 
Efforts  are  made  to  bring  the  income  of  each  blind  person  to  15s.  a week  including  benefits  by 
living  with  relations,  with  rent  and  attendance  free.  118  grants  were  being  made  in  June, 
1932,  varying  from  5s.  to  £1  per  month. 
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There  were  759  registered  blind  persons  on  31.3.32. 

85  wireless  sets  are  on  loan  to  blind  persons  from  the  British  Wireless  Fund. 


VACCINATION. 

A Table  is  given  at  the  end  of  the  Report  setting  out  the  work  under  the  Vaccination 
Acts,  which  is  now  undertaken  by  the  Health  Committee.  It  will  be  seen  that  for  the  year  1930 
only  1,110  children  out  of  4,605  were  successfully  vaccinated,  i.e.,  24.1%.  Statutory  Declar- 
ations of  Conscientious  Objection  were  received  for  2,837  children,  i.e.,  61.6%,  and  10  were 
found  to  be  insusceptible  to  vaccination.  For  the  year  1929  the  corresponding  figures  were 
about  the  same. 

In  England  and  Wales  in  1930  40.1%  were  vaccinated  and  there  were  45.6%  declara- 
tions. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

The  Scheme  required  under  Section  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  has  been 
considered,  but  as  the  Scheme  must  be  drawn  up  after  consultation  with  the  District  Councils 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  present  a Scheme  until  the  review  of  the  County  Districts  has  been 
undertaken  and  the  new  Councils  appointed. 


APPOINTMENT  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICERS  OF  HEALTH. 

The  Scheme  required  under  Section  58  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  is  also 
largely  affected  by  the  review  of  the  County  Districts,  but  it  should  be  possible  to  give  effect  to 
this  Section  soon  after  the  new  Councils  are  appointed.  In  15  of  the  43  old  Districts,  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  hold  temporary  appointments,  and  9 others  would  be  required  to 
resign  their  appointments  should  their  District  Councils  wish  to  appoint  a whole  time  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Maternity  Ward.  A maternity  ward  with  six  beds  is  maintained  by  the  Council  at  the 
West  Cornwall  Miners’  and  Women’s  Hospital,  Redruth,  under  an  agreement  with  the  govern- 
ing body  of  that  Institution.  74  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  66  in 
the  previous  year.  The  admissions  were  for  the  following  reasons  : —

10  cases  were  submitted  to  Caesarian  section;  of  these  one  died.  One  case  of 
Eclampsia  died  on  the  day  after  admission. 

The  ward  is  situated  in  the  most  thickly  populated  part  of  the  County,  and  serves  a 
very  useful  purpose. 

Difficult  cases  from  the  Eastern  part  of  the  County  may  be  admitted  to  the  South 
Devon  and  East  Cornwall  Hospital,  Plymouth. 

Maternity  Cases.  In  the  12  Institutions  transferred  to  the  County  Council  under  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929,  there  are  30  maternity  beds,  to  which  53  women  were  admitted 
during  the  year.  Of  these  53  cases,  32  were  delivered  by  midwives,  19  by  Doctors,  and  in  2 
cases  the  babies  were  born  before  admission. 

In  the  Maternity  Ward  at  the  West  Cornwall  Miners’  and  Women’s  Hospital,  Redruth, 
of  the  72  cases  admitted  during  the  year,  32  were  delivered  by  midwives  and  28  by  Doctors. 
In  the  other  cases  confinement  did  not  take  place  while  in  the  Hospital. 
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In  the  above  12  Institutions  beds  for  children  are  used  as  required,  but  there  is  not 
always  a special  Ward  reserved  for  children  only.  In  7 of  the  Institutions  22  beds  are  so 
reserved,  and  28  children  were  admitted  to  these  beds  during  the  year. 

Midwifery.  The  County  is  well  covered  by  District  Nurses  who  also  undertake  mid-

Number  of  births  in  the  County  4,459  ; number  attended  by  midwives  acting  as  mid- 
wives, 2,132,  i.e.,  47.8%  of  the  births.  Last  year  it  was  46%.  Number  attended  by  midwives 
acting  as  maternity  nurses,  1,523,  i.e.,  34.1%  of  the  births.  Last  year  it  was  34.4%.  Total 
attended  by  midwives  in  either  capacity,  3,655,  i.e.,  81.9%  of  the  births.  Last  year  it  was 
80.3%.  In  1914,  midwives,  acting  as  midwives,  attended  26%,  and  acting  as  maternity  nurses, 
attended  17%  of  the  births,  a total  of  43%. 

Medical  help  was  sent  for  by  the  midwives  acting  as  midwives  in  37.8%  of  their

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  MIDWIVES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1931. 

The  number  of  Midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  County  during 
the  year  1931  was  232.  Of  these,  22  were  to  fill  vacancies  of  Midwives  who  had  ceased  to 
practise,  or  had  left  the  County,  1 to  start  a new  District  under  the  C.C.N.A.,  and  10  were 
temporary  appointments  only.  This  leaves  a total  of  199  Midwives  available  for  work  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  an  increase  of  3 Trained  Midwives  and  1 Bona-fide  Midwife  since  the  previous 
year.

Medical  Help.  The  number  of  Medical  Aid  Forms  sent  in  by  Midwives  has  slightly 
decreased;  although  there  were  12  more  cases  attended  there  were  18  less  Medical  Aid  Forms 
received. 


Still  Births.  Of  the  74  cases  notified,  24  were  cases  in  which  a Doctor  had  been 
called  in  during  Labour,  and  50  in  which  the  Midwife  was  acting  alone  ; of  these  27  were 
macerated,  22  being  premature. 

Maternal  Deaths. 

Of  the  7 Maternal  Deaths  where  the  Midwife  was  acting  as  Midwife,  Medical  Aid 
was  sought  in  four  cases  at  the  onset  of  labour,  the  causes  of  death  being  certified  as  follows  : 

1 . Heart  Strain  due  to  difficult  labour. 

2.  Peritonitis.  This  patient  had  been  under  the  Doctor’s  care  during  pregnancy  for 

gall  stones,  etc. 

3.  P.P.H.,  which  occurred  about  two  hours  after  the  Doctor  and  Midwife  had  left. 

4.  Sepsis  after  Caesarian  Section.  Died  in  hospital  on  the  8th  day. 

In  two  cases  the  Doctor  was  called  in  during  the  puerperium.  Of  these  one  died 
of  Puerperal  Mania  on  the  10th  day.  This  patient  had  suffered  from  Chorea  when  a child. 
One  died  of  Eclampsia  on  the  4th  day.  One  case  died  of  Thrombosis  suddenly  after  getting 
up  on  the  1 1th  day. 

Five  deaths  were  also  notified  in  cases  where  the  Midwife  was  acting  as  Maternity 

Nurse. 

Liability  to  be  a Source  of  Infection. 

Of  the  63  notifications  received  : — 

43  were  on  account  of  Pyrexia  during  the  puerperium. 

13  were  on  account  of  infants  with  discharging  eyes. 

7 were  for  illnesses  other  than  maternity. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Of  the  43  cases  notified  : — 

10  were  cases  where  the  Midwife  was  acting  alone  during  labour. 

1 7 were  cases  where  the  Midwife  called  in  Medical  Aid  during  labour. 

16  were  cases  where  the  Midwife  was  acting  as  Maternity  Nurse. 

Special  arrangements  were  made  for  nursing  the  patients  in  their  own  homes  where 
possible  ; 3 were  transferred  to  hospital  and  recovered.  Of  those  nursed  at  home  3 died  and 
the  remaining  37  recovered. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Of  the  13  cases  reported  by  Midwives  12  were  treated  at  home,  and  I was  transferred 
to  Tuckingmill  Dispensary  for  treatment.  All  made  good  recovery. 

Emergency  Nurses. 

The  Emergency  Nurses  have  attended  76  Maternity  Cases  in  addition  to  the  nursing 
of  Puerperal  Cases  and  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 
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Ante-Natal  Care. 

Again  there  is  an  increase  of  visits  paid  to  expectant  mothers  by  Midwives  working 
under  the  C.C.N.A.,  a total  of  1 1,090  during  the  year  as  against  10,736  visits  paid  last  year. 

The  Medical  Help  Records  show  that  medical  advice  was  sought  during  pregnancy  in 
159  cases. 


Post-Graduate  Course. 

A Post  Graduate  Course  was  held  in  Plymouth  for  a week  in  October.  10  Midwives 
were  able  to  attend  the  whole  course  of  lectures,  and  3 for  part  of  the  course.  Many  more 
would  like  to  have  attended  but  were  prevented  by  pressure  of  work. 

The  lectures  arranged  by  the  Cornwall  Branch  of  the  Midwives  Institute  have  been 
well  attended,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  medical  men  who  so  kindly  give  the  lectures.

Remarks. 


The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  above  the  average  ; figures  from  five  places  with  long 
records  being  available,  viz.  : Falmouth,  Gwennap,  Redruth,  Newquay,  and  Egloskerry,  the 
mean  excess  of  these  places  being  10%.  Gwennap  and  Redruth  have  the  largest  excess  with 
118%  and  113%  respectively.  Egloskerry,  in  the  east  had  107%,  and  Falmouth  in  the  west  had 
less  than  1%  excess.  Newquay  had  just  exactly  the  mean  excess  of  10%.  The  special  charac- 
teristic of  Egloskerry,  which  reduced  the  excess  of  rainfall  was  the  dryness  of  March  with  a 
deficiency  of  0.91  in.  ; whilst  at  Gwennap  there  was  an  excess  of  3.03  in.  At  Falmouth  the  chief 
factor  of  the  lower  rainfall  was  the  relative  dryness  of  November. 


October  was  remarkably  dry,  with  a rainfall  generally  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  aver- 
age. December  was  also  dry,  with  a fall  of  about  one-third  of  the  average.  Between  these 
November  was  by  far  the  wettest  month  of  the  year,  with  a fall  in  the  west  of  more  than  double 
the  average.  July  had  also  well  over  double  the  average  fall,  the  following  month  (August) 
being  also  wet,  but  not  so  markedly  so. 

This  year  makes  the  fifth  wet  year  in  succession. 

Note. — The  position  of  the  gauge  at  St.  Pinnock  was  changed  back  to  its  original 
position  at  the  end  of  February,  1931.
